[Text] Pyongyang, 21 Jul (KCNA)--Poreign countries are supporting our peo- 
ples cause of national reunification and pungently denouncing the South 
Korean military fascist cliques barbarous suppression of the people, accord- 
ing to reporte. 


A letter replying to the letesrof the Supreme Peoples Assembly of the Demo- 
cratic People's Republic of Korea sent to the parliaments of all countries 
of the world came from Horst Sindermann, president of the Peoples Chamber of 
the German Democratic Republic.

In the reply the Nepalese foreign minister says that Nepal supports the 
sincere desire of the Korean people to achieve the reunification of the 
country through peaceful negotiations without foreign interference and 
stresses that for the interest of peace he will maxe efforts to further 
consolidate and develop the bonds of friendship and cooperation between 
Nepal and Korea.

Acknowledging the receipt of the letter dated June 9, 1980, on the tense 
situation in South Korea, the reply message saye that the Yemen Arab Repub- 
lic is following with deep concern the developments in South Korea. 


it notes that the South Korean people demanded a popular regime which would 
bring them political freedom and democracy to build an advanced and inde- 
pendent social system. 


Proceeding from the excellent relations established between the peoples of 
the Yemen Arab Republic and the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea, we 
declare the invariable support and assistance of the people of the Yemen Arab 
Republic to the fraternal Korean peoples basic cause of the country's reuni- 
fication, the message says, and stresses: It is because the reunification 
of Korea is a cause {neeparable from the struggle of the Korean people. 


Expressing support to the Korean peoples struggle to establish a democratic 
and peaceful foundation for the reunification of Korea, the government and 
people of the Yemen Arab Republic, at the same time, strongly denounce the 
suppression of the people and terrorism in South Korea, the message says, 
and adds: They will render unstinted support and assistance to the strug- 
gle of the Korean people for reunification and sovereignty through inter- 
national and home meetings. 


The danger of war in Korea does not threaten the Korean peninsula alone, but 
its destructive flames would spread all overthe world, the message says. We 
express sympathy for the hope of the Korean people for peace and stability 

in Korea. In conclusion the message wishes the fraternal Korean people great 
progress and prosperity.

ROME MEETING OF WEST EUROPEANS ON KOREAN STTUATION, REUNIFICATION

{Text} Pyongyang, 18 Jul (KCNA)--A conference of West European countries 
on the present South Korean situation and question of Korean reunification 
was held on July 11 and 12 in Rome under the co-sponsorship of the Interna- 
tional Liaison Committee for the [ndependent and Peaceful Reunification of 
Korea and the Italian Committee for the Reunification of Korea, according 
to a report. 


The conference was attended by Lucio Luzzatto, president of the Interna- 
tional Liaison Committee for the Independent and Peaceful Reunification of 
Korea; Gert Petersen, chairman of the Socialist Peoples Party of Denmark 
and member of the parliament; Fritz Hofmaier, member of the pariiament, re- 
presenting the Socialist Party of Austria; Luis Palomares, director of the 
publishing and propaganda department of the Socialist Workers Party of 
Spain, representing the party; Marcos Ana, member of the executive committee 
of the Central Committee of the Spanish Communist Party, representing the 
party; Martin Perez Sanchez, secretary general of the committee of human 
rights of Spain; Lemos, member of the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of Portugal and member of the parliament, representing the Communist 
Party of Portugal; Duarte, member of the directorate committee of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Socialist Party of Portugal, representing the party; 
Pericles Hearchou representing the PASOK; Dennis Canavan, member of the 
House of Commons from the Labour Party of Britain; Paul Gafa, member of the 
leadership of the Malta Labour Party, representing the party; Hofer, secre- 
tary of the Central Committee of the Workers Party of Switzerland, represent- 
ing the party; Remy Faicomini, general secretary of the Socialist Party of 
San Marino, representing theparty; Ghitti Gilberto, member of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of San Marino, representing the party; 
Jacques Denis, member of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
France and member of European Parliament, representing the Communist Party 
of France; Philippe Machefer, senator from the Socialist Party of France; 
Bernard Rodenstein, French pastor; Inger Hirvela, member of the parliament, 
representing the Finnish People Democratic League; Bo Hamman, member of the 
political bureau of the Central Committee, and international secretary, of 
the Left Party of Communists of Sweden, representing the party; Tullio Vinay, 














independent senator, and Codrignani, member of the Chamber of Deputies of 
italy; Antonio Rubbi, member of the Central Committee of the Italian Com- 
munist Party and member of the parliament, representing the Italian Commun- 
iat Party; Antonio Randolfi, member of the direction of the Socialist Party 
of Italy; Luciano de Pascalis, member of the direction of the Socialiat 
Party of Italy; Luigi Anderlini, independent senator of italy; Linda Bimbi, 
secretary general of the Lelio Basso International Organisation for Rights 
and Liberation of the People; Prof Ettore Blocea, director of the Inetitute 
of Parasitology of the Rome University; Santo Magani representing the Gen- 
eral Conteration of Labour of Italy; Luigi Searicello representing the Ita!- 
ian Union of Workers; Provin, member of the Central Committee of the Social- 
ist Left Party of Norway; and representatives of political parties and pub- 
lic organisations, parliamentarians and public figures of various circles 

of West European countries. 


A delegation of our country was present at the conference. Also im ted 
were foreign correspondents in Rome, 


Lucio Lugzatto, president of the International Liaison Committee for he 
Independent and Peaceful Reunification of Korea, made a keynote report which 
was followed by an supplementary report by Gert Petersen, chairman of the 
Socialist Peoples Party of Denmark and member of the parliament. 


Speeches were made at the conference. 


The reporters and speakers bitterly denounced the Chon Tu-hwan military fas- 
cist cliques brutal suppression of South Korean people and students calling 
for freedom and democracy and stressed that the South Korean society must 

be democratized at an early date. 


They emphasized in unison that the tension increased on the Korean peninsula 
by the U.S. imperialists and the South Korean military fascist clique poses 
a threat to peace in Asia and the world, and held that the independent and 
peaceful reunification of Korea should be realized at an early date for the 
removal of the danger of a war in Korea. 


The conference adopted a statement and a letter to the chairman of the UN 
Commission of Human Rights and its member nations. The statement denounces 
the proclamation of the “emergency martial law" in South Korea and the sei- 
zure of real power by the Chon Tu-hwan reactionary military group as actions 
to set up an absolute dictatorial system. 


it demands the South Korean puppet clique to abolish the “emergency martial 
law" and guarantee democratic rights to the people. 


Nothing that the democratisation of the South Korean society is an indispens- 
able prerequisite to the reunification of Korea, the statement strongly de- 
mands the U.S. President to withdraw the U.S. troops from South Korea as he 
"pledged" and stop interference in Korea and aid to the South Korean mili- 
tary fascist dictatorial rulers.

PROFESSOR CONCLUDES KOREA NOT READY TO ACCEPT DEMOCRACY 
Seoul SINDONGA in Korean May 80 pp 113-121

[Text ! Democracy Requires Effort 


Democracy te an ideal, As euch, democracy cannot be had without expending 
a great amount of effort. A finished democracy which has perfected this 

ideal does not exist on thie globe; it requires unrelenting effort and 
sacrifice to even head in the direction of such perfection. Differences 
between democracies in their initial stage and developed democracies are 
ayparent in accordance with the degree of effort and sacrifice, and con- 
sequently, @ time element is necessitated before the accumulated fruit 
of that labor can be obtained. Purther, that which is called democracy 

is not something which ie an inherent part of us or can be traced to some 

aspect of our culture, but rather has come to us, transplanted from a 

foreien culture, and as such, there have been many triele and errore and 

repeated retracing of steps during the course of ite acceptance. 


What really ie democracy and why is something we should struggle for? 
Democracy ie described as — political eystem thet eakes possible freedom, 
juetice and equality for the people. It is the eryetellisation of a pro- 
duct which appeared during the process of development of Western civiliza- 
tion, and was formed during a long historic evolutionary process. It does 
not have the same cast as communism, which takes its ideological basis 
from Merx, and consequently the basis of the fundamental doctrine of 
democracy cannot be clearly delineated. It is on this basis that com- 
muniets stress that their system is aleo a democratic system. However, 
there is no one in a democratic country who would claim that their system 
is 4 communist system. Freedom ‘s the right to choose, from all of the 
modes of living of humanity--pol.tical, economic, social or cultural-- 
that which suits oneself and which the bounds of the available alterna- 


tives permit. 








Let's give an example, We have the (reedom to vete ae well ae the right 

to abstain from voting. Nevertheless, to abstain is orvained «° evil, 

and to do #0 ia limited by such constraints, Viewe! {) terme of thie 
interrelationship, we get the notion that delineates the relative nature 

of that which is called freedom, Justice, on the other hand, te defined 

as that which ia ordained for all people, and includes all forme of vir- 
tuous and moral behavior, Equality, too, carries the connotation that 

4 given benefit or burden will be applied impartially to all people in 
aceordance with the principle of equity. “Equal before the law” means that, 
in the application of the law, the prejudices of a given individual cannot 
be brought into play. It is a fact that the concept of equality ts ex- 
panded beyond that of equality before the law, te include equality in term 
of opportunity, equality in satiafying the basic desires of mankind and 

eo on in all areas of society, 


The Principle of Democracy and Legit imacy 


It has been pointed out that democracy ia a principle of legitimacy. 

Thies principle falle into the category of being «a fundamental principle 
which is a unique common denominator for the eyetem. All characteristics 
or attributes possessed by democracy are made ‘egitimate through the pro- 
cess of national consensus. Looked at from thie viewpoint, authority, 

and the exercise of authority, ere in fact made legitimate only through 
consensus on the part of the people and when the people have empowered 

ite exercise. Consequently, in a democratic svetem, authority is granted 
by the people. However, not 411 people can exercise authority at the same 
time, and consequently can be exercised only through some form of substi- 
tute legal formality. One of these substitute organe for delegating the 
will of the people is the political party. The reason that there should 
be a number of political parties which possess the representational ftunc- 
tion ie that no single political party can incorporate and represent the 
multitude of interests of the people. However, experience has shown that 
it is impossible to unite the interests of 411 the people and thus achieve 
total consensus, and thus it has been the usual case that 4 consensus is 
reached which is based on 4 majority opinion. This principle of legitimiza- 
tion is applied not only to the structural aspect of the democratic systea, 
but also to the procedures necessary to form the structure ane to the 
attendant general behavior. In other words, the democratic system involves 
a estructural aspect, 4 procedural aspect and a behaviroal aspect. Each 

of these has characteristics which are complementary to the others, and 

as 4 result, a system which employs the functions of only one of them 
cannot operate emoothly, and in euch a case cannot avoid collapse. Al- 
though not explicitiy set forth in the position of the etructural deterain- 
ists, we cannot deny that the majority of our behavioral modes are influ- 
enced greatly oy structural aspects. Furthermore, if not backed up by 
behavior which supports the structure, it cannot be expected that the 
atructure can continue to be maintained. Consequently, the system lacking 
in thie mutual reciprocity cannot be preserved. 








In terme Of the structure of a democratic system, there are key elements 
necessary for the operation of the eyetem of a given nation (basic rights, 
for example) and these are stipulated in a constitution. On the other 
hand, the basic elements of the social structure are understood to be role 
and statue. One te born into a social structure and lives therein: but 
even when one dies, the role and statue that one has had remain, 


in addition, that which ie known as the procedural is considered to be 
those acte whieh are carried out to implement and protect the elements 
whieh comet ltute the structure, and, where the conetitution is considered 
to be @ basic structure, the election law corresponds to that which is 
procedural. 8 other words, the constitution ie the end and the election 
law le the Means, It te @ matter of logic that, even if the end is ade~ 
quately perceived, it cannot be realised if the means are inadequate. 
Herein lies the justification of reciprocity. 


Contemporary Democracy as Representative Democracy 


Now, let us take a look at the democracy of ancient Greece, which is con- 
sidered to be the hieteric source of democracy. That democracy, as prac- 
ticed in Athens in the fourth century 8.C., was one in which the funda- 
mental objectives pursued by the system most closely resembled a pure 
state; thie form [of democracy] is separated by a wide gulf from contem- 
porary democracy, both in terme of quality and quantity. Compared to 
people who live in later times, the citizens of Athens were clearly able 
to exercise enormous prerogatives at that time. Of course such was not 
the case for all Athenians, but the exercise of rights by the gasses was 
guaranteed to the maximum, and they maintained a direct-democracy in which 
control of governmental affairs wae in their hands. However, contemporary 
democracy ia pot 4 direct-participatory democracy, but rather a repre- 
sentational democracy in which participation is indirect; consequently, 
authority fe net exercised directly in such 4 system, but rather is dele- 
gated, and likewise the governmental system, rather than being a fore of 
self-government, ie one which sete controle and limitations administratively. 
Ae 4 result, government limitations and controle on people are unavoidable 
in a contemporary democracy. Accordingly, in the event those who are 
governed observe democratic behevior and those who govern do not, 4 crisis 
ie in the offing and the government collapses--we see such 4 situation in 
4 number of nations. It is necessary to scrutinize why it is that such 

4 qualitative change springs from within the system itself. Modern soci- 
eties are enormous societies with populations numbering in the millions 

to tense of millions of people, and in such enormous societies it is imoss- 
ible to have complete self-government. Therefore, when the population 
increases, the result is that the degree of direct participation by the 
people is made even less in inverse proportion to the amount of increase. 
The eyetem of representational democracy was devised in an attempt to 
solve this probles. 





A population which is gradually increasing in a land area that is clearly 


delimited and where expansion is impossible inevitably undergoes changes 
in ite pol‘tical system, as well as in ite procedural and behavioral 











modes, and the system in which thie is characteristic will be marked by 
deterioration, First of all, the people whe live in a .iven ara or 
country Must achieve mutual understanding in order “0 arrive 4 a4 con= 
sensus, but with an increase in population, 4 situation arises in which 
there is less possibility for face-to-face dialogue, To cite an example, 
the number of dialogues between any 2 people out of a sroup of 100 amounts 
to 4,950 possible face-to-face encounters; if there are 1,000 people, the 
nutiber of dialogues possible amounte to 695,000, Consequently, the posei- 
bility for everyday dialogue decieases ae the population increases. 


The problem ie that many people continue to use the term democracy despite 
euch qualitative changes, and for these people, while there is a chance 
that they may mean the direct participatory democracy enjoyed by the 
ancient Greeks when they use the term democracy, the fact ie that they 
really aren't looking to the Greek-type democracy. 


Guideposts of Democracy 


When the concept of classical democracy becomes systematized within a legal 
framework, the people naturally have great expectations for the fulfill- 
ment of the concept: however, when in reality it is not possible to do 

#0, the disparity between the system and the standard becomes apparent, 

the possibility arises for there to be resistance toward those who run 

the system. As 4 result, it is necessary to eliminate such discord by 
systematizing only that which has been agreed upon through widespread dia- 
logue among the people, and that which is realistically possible to achieve. 
In thie sense, the greatest problem we face ie that of harmonizing the 
ideal with the reality. If we attempt to improve the system by amending 
the constitution in favor of 4 single individual, or 4 special interest 
group, or 4 political party or the government, we cannot avoid the possi- 
bility that the same mistakes will be made that we e committed during the 
enactment and enforcement of the Yushin Conetitution. 





In terms of the point of view encompassing both the past and the present, 

the guideposts used as a reference point then and now are freedom, justice 

and equality. Consequentiy, only 4 constitution which harmonizes the ideal 

and reality of freedom, the ideal and reality of justice and the ideal 
and reality of equality can set we'l with our people, take root and become 

a part of them. There are those who say that, in implementing these demo- 

cratic guideposte to the maximum, the economic and social development of 

a nation gust have precedence. According to Lipset, “The greater the 

prosperity of a nition, the greater the potential for preserving and 

developing dem cracy.” He has shown through empirical research that, 

among Western nations, the heaith of the democratic system depends on per 

capiia income, level of industrialization, degree of urbanization and level 

of education. The problem, however, is that it has not been possible to 
establish whether or not there is a specific cause and effect relation- 

ship among these elements. in other words, given the limitation of there 

not having been research on whether or not democracy results from prosperity 

or prosperity from democracy, it is not possible to conclude that there 

is 4 relationship between the two that amounts to 4 simple correlation.

in peneral, the tenceney te te say that, while economic level is a condi- 
tion for the growth of democracy, it ie not a condition which gives rise 
to democracy, Nevertheless, 4 conservative middle clase and other such 
groupe which are strong and seeking social stability, do constitute a 
basia for promoting 4 democratic system, The reason for this ia that it 
is the middle class which serves in the role of a bridge between che 
government and the general population, and as such, can act as a buffer 

in disputes and conflicts between the two. Here too the problem is that 
determining what standard to use in ascertaining the existence of a middle 
Clase, Such a determination can be made using income, which is objective, 
ae 4 guidepoet, or on the basie of their prestige or some other subjective 
judgment, or on the basis of some index which uses 4 composite of these 
factors, 


The Necessity of Competent Leadership 


To implement democracy as described abuve requires competent and proficient 
leadership as a precondition. This ia due to the fact the capabilities 

of the leadership playe a key role in increasing the efficiency of the 
democratic system. It is aleo of importance that there be leaders who 
give less priority to the objective conditions for realizing those guide- 
poate of democracy listed earlier (freedom, justice and equality), while 
sincerely and competently moving to attain democracy, giving it their 
resolute support, and that there be systematic apparati capable of adminis- 
tering in a manner that does not lead to the treatment of the demands of 
the people as being superfluous. Although the bureting of expectations 
which ie attributable to the continuously rising expectations of the 
people, as well ae the imbalance of apparati which are capable of | :com- 
modating them, are not obvious, they do constitute key factors which 

hinder democracy. It was for this reason that Woodrow Wilson declared 

that “Democracy is the most difficult form of government to manage.” 
Although such can be said in regard to the management of this svetem, it 

ie nevertheless the case that, since it is a eyetem which can to a degree 
prevent arblcrary despotiem, promote individual dignity and autonomy and 
achieve justice and equality through participation, people will fight and 
labor for it. 


The point that we have to keep in mind is that, even if a democratic system 
or structure is achieved through participation, democracy will not bloom 

if there is not harmony with the already existing values, norms, beliefs, 
attitudes and patterns of behavior of the people who are to be the re- 
cipients. However, achieving such harmony takes time. The reason for this 
ie the fact that the culture of a nation, which encompasses such factors 
as the values, norms, attitudes and behavior of the people, is formed over 
a long period of time through the reciprocal acts of the people, and it 

is normal for a -ubstantial amount of time to be required for change. 

To cite an example, the present population of our country is approximately 
W alllion people. It is estimated that by the year 2000 it will be 54 
million people. When we consider what our current living conditions are 
like, we become well aware of the difficulty of making life possible for 
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such an enormous population within the cramped confines ¢: seme 94,000 
aquare kilometers out of the total area of the Korean penineul, of 220,000 
square kilometers. Although there may be some degree .. economic benefit 
for the owner of a bus with 4 capacity of 60 persone ‘© which 120 people 
are riding, but 4 realistic compa: ison suggests numerous social problems 
including social order, public sulsance and utilization of space. Recog- 
nizing, then, the problems that are thue created by such crowded space, 

we can try, through law revision or force of persuasion, to control the 
birth rate, but the reason this won't be «9 casey fask eteme for the most 
part from out ‘raditional attitudes toward cn'ld bearing. Up until the 
1950's the infant mortality rate of our sation was extremely high--se 
much so, that to raise 4 family without the loses of at least one child 
was almost 4 miracle. Given such 4 high @ortaiity rate, the attitude to- 
ward birth that developed could hardly have been anything other than 

“many babies.” Even beyond offsetting the high mortality rate, the drive 
to procreate made possible the preservation of the epecies--one of tne 
instincts of mankind. Consequently, to have many children was considered 
a blessing. ‘‘owever. the situation changed rapidly with the advances made 
by advanced nocions in medica! science and drugs, which greatly reduced 
the mortality rate, with the result that 411 parents were able to raise 
each and every child. The birth control laws that were established under 
conditions where they had littie effect created quite a storm. This is 

a good example that demonstrates the fact that alienation between struc- 
ture and norms gives rise to such serious problems. So, it is ‘ital that 
the basic structure and procedures of 4 democratic system be set up in 

4 Manner that won't precipitate a head-on collision with behavioral norms. 
Therefore, it becomes necessary to alter the behavioral patterns of the 
people, it is advisable that the change be effected over an adequate period 
of time and through gradual methods. 


Recognition of Citizen Participation and Responsibility 


We should now take a look at what is meant by that milliew which is des- 
cribed ae culture, and by a specific part of ‘t--the so-called political 
culture. In general, the term culture denotes the sase of material and 
non-material phenomena associated with the living patterns of people or 
atising from man-made environments or collective livin. Consequently, 
culture encompasses all those concepts, including knowledge, beliefs, 
ideology, art, morality, ethics, law, custom, habit and technology, which 
are given rise to during the process of mankind adapting to its environ- 
ment. A characteristic of culture is that it cannot occur without com- 
munication, and without communication cannot be paseed from one generation 
to the next. Ther ore, a homogenous culture is difficult to establish 
among people who are spread out over great distances in which communication 
cannot be easily undertaken. It is also characteristic of heterogeneous 
cultures which preserve mutually exclusive classes that there is a lack 

of communication. Culture and communication are thus on an equal footing. 
Viewed in such vein, it is reasonable that a cultural style will change 
naturally as communication patterns become different. Since interpersonal 
communication was conducted on a face-to-face basis prior to the advent 
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of the Mase media, the seope of contact was naturally limited. However, 
with the appearance of mase media, 4 single individual could have meaning~ 
ful contact with hundreds or even thousands of other people simultaneously. 


Communication on a limited seale can ,ive rise to a culture which holds 
sway only on @ limited eeale; when large in scope, it can create cultural 
norms based on clase ae well as cultural differences based on geographic 
region, 


Political culture refers to the political condition and related individual 
beliefs, values, norms, attitudes and patterns of behavior, In a democratic 
eyete®, an election syetem, political parties and legislative, judicial 
and executive bodies are set up and function to provide maximum guarantees 
for the freedom, equality and justice of the populace. As everyone knows, 
the democratic syetem, with ite indirect impact on the revolution in par- 
ticipation, displaye the tendency to bring forth a revolution of rising 
expectationa through such participation. Consequently, when the demand 
for participation expands abruptly, the problem is created of how to exer- 
clee control over the situation. When there exists among the people a 
sense of rationality beyond that of just moderation, controi or sensibility, 
and when there ie an attitude of looking to the future rather than the 
present, then the revolution of rising expectations can for the first time 
be handled in 4 satisfactory manner, and further, when it is possible to 
eurrount destructive revolutions which are given impetus by the failure 

to satiefy euch revolutions in expectations, then the flower of democracy 
can bloom. Tae democratic system clearly demands the patience and con- 
stant «effort of the people. It is difficult to restore democracy in 4 
society which, while making the claim that democracy is a system of conm- 
promise and accommodation, is shot through with the so-called good-bed 
dichotomy in which what one does is right and everyone else is wrong, and 
it ie diffieult to administer euch a society lacking 4 sense of freedom 
and indenendence. 


According to Bryce, the vitality of this system is found in the sense of 
participation of a positive and active citizenry, a substantial flow of 
information to the public and a sense of responsibility of the populace. 
Although in the case of our nation a sense of citizen participation and 
4 substantial flow of information are important, the sense of citizen 
responsibility is even more important. However good the system. if it 
is not reflected in the acts of a responsible citizenry it can never 

be such more then 4 mirage. 


Acceptance of Democracy Takes Time 


For the democratic system to develop in Korean culture, value gust be 
placed on abilities rather than on the social position that one is born 

in to. The teeue should not be whether one comes from an illustrious 
family and has graduated from a prestigious university, but rather what 
degree of capability one possesses, and this should bring about equality. 
Democracy cannot develop in a society that says one should be from Yongnam 
and not from Honam. It is necessary to reflect deeply on whether or not 
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there can be justice and equality if the station of life that one ts born 
in to, over wiich no individual has control, ia used ae a atancd’’d of 


judgment. 


Second, a rational democratic society can be established only when the 
soctety ts guided by univerealities based on judgments of tangible tiings, 
whereas judgments based on special considerations give rise to prejudices, 
Let us assume that, in grading students, we were not to judge them on the 
basi» of a common standard, but were to grade them easily ae if they had 
the special relationship of one's own children. What could we expect under 
such circumstances? [t ise obvious that such a society would be ruled 

by chaoe and disorder. We have been aware of such goings-on around us on 
more than enough occasions. To the extent that such unreasonable actions 
are not eliminated we cannot achieve the overall goal to which we aspire, 
Without consensus on this, there ie ‘ittle hope for the democratic systen. 


Third, a true democratic system can grow only when the society is con- 
trolled by reason rather than emotion. If, in response to the appearance 
of even a minor problem, a commotion ie made through appeals to emotion 
and perhaps even physical force is used, thus suppressing the opinions of 
the two sides involved, individual creativity dies; a society bereft of 
creativity in such 4 manner finds iteelf without any room for development. 
in our families on a email scale, and in the social life we lead on a 
larger scale, we learn and practice an authoritarian way of thinking. 

The authoritarian concept and style of behavior displays the tendency to 
believe that if you can't do something, then no one can, to fawn on one's 
superiors and to reign over those below. 


Fourth, in a culture where self-interest is rampant and an altruistic sense 
of service to others is lacking, it makes no difference how good a democratic 
system is set up; the result will etili be like building a skyscraper on 
sand. There will be some degree of inequality in human soci: cy because 

of differences in the abilities of people. But if those who have ability 
fail to care for those who, because of their lack of ability, are lan- 
guishing in poverty, it is inevitable that in the end there will ve con- 
frontation between then. 


It is evident that such a sense of service to others eased to some extent 
the recent labor-management disputes. 


Up to this point we have analyzed our cultural characteristics from four 
angles, but it appears that we are not of sufficient depth in any of there 
dimen. ‘ons to accept a democratic system. This is not to say, however, 
that we are incapable of accepting democracy. In any society that which 
has been introduced from outside the country and that which has sprung 

up indigenously are bound to experience conflict in the early stages. 

The point that needs to be stressed is that an adequate amount of time 

is needed for the cultural characteristics of a given nation to undergo 


change.

Historically, expioitive 
classes which have harshly repressed the broad working masses to become 
oppulent, ae hae the capitalist class, have not lasted long. 


The capitalist clase further infringes mercilessly on the freedom of the 
working masses in the areas of ideology and culture. 


In order to subordinate the masses, including the working class, the capi- 
talist class forces obsolete ideologies, including a slave-type subnissive 
mentality, upon them, and acts resolutely to keep them fr m fighting under 
a revolutionary ideology and from awakening to their cless status. 


They achieve these ends by keeping contro) over publishiag organizations 
and culture and art organizations in their hands. 


The capitalist clase spreads a decadent culture and style of living, and 
prevents the development of a culture that would suit the sentiments and 
aspirations of the masses, including the working class. 


Such reactionary scheming on the part of the capitalist clase in the area 
of ideology and culture serves to infringe on the freedom of the working 
masses concerning ideology and culture. 


The capitalist class, which in this manner harshly deprive the working 
masses, including the working class, of their freedoms in all areas of 
politics, economics, ideology and culture, is the most reactionary exploitive 
clases. 


This reactionary and exploitive nature of the capitalist class in any nation 
where there are capitalists. in colonial nations, comprador capitalists,

DPRK DAILY VIEWS DEVELOPMENT POTENTIALS FOR POWER [INDUSTRY 
SK180822 Pyongyang KCNA in English 0808 GMT 18 Jul 80 


[Text] Pyongyang, 18 Jul (KCNA)--Very vast is the prospect of the develop- 
ment of power industry and the solution of the power problem in our coun- 
try, declares Kim Ung-pung, a scientist, in his article contributed to 
NODONG SINMUN under the title "Power in Our Country in Puture.” In this 
article dealing with the power resources of Korea and its utilisation, he 
says: When the Second Seven-Year Plan is fulfilled, our country will have 
scaled a lofty height of fuel and power involving 56,000-60,000 million kwh 
of electricity and 70-80 million tons of coal. 


Our country is favored with very rich power resources, counting only those 
known. Abundant are the deposits of smokeless and brown coal and other 
kinds of coal. No less rich are the cyclic resources which provide power 
uninterruptedly without fuel. Blessed with hundreds of rivers, big and 
small, our country has still reserves for creating nearly 8 million kw of 
additional generating capacity at hundreds of spots. 


Tidal power generating is promising likewide. Our country has long coast 
lines, many bays and islands and the difference of the water level between 
ebb and flow ranges from 5 to 10 meters on the west coast, which furnishes 
a big generating capacity and greater economic effec tiveness than in other 
countries. The total tidal power generating capacity is estimated at 10 
million kw at 10 odd spots alone. The first tidal power station completed 
by our scientists and technicians through their researches has been oper- 
ating successfully for quite a long time now. On the basis of the experien- 
ces in its construction and management, tidal power stations high in techni- 
cal and economic effectiveness and bigger in scale wiil be built in the fu- 
ture. 


Our country boats rich wind and wave power resources. The gene.ating ca- 
pacity by wind is estimated at millions of kw and the wave power resources 
are much greater than the wind power resources. 


Bright is the prospect of the direct use of solar energy. The solar ener- 
gy falling on each hectare of soil in our country, in terms of power, 
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taking all factors inte consideration, average 800 kw or so. In Pyongyang, 
for inatance, the average power of solar energy reaches the 10 million kw 
mark. 


Our country ie aleo rich in atomic energy resources, Our science and tech- 
nology have recorded valuable successes in developing solar and atomic ener- 
gies and contriving necessary power devices. 


At the same time, the work for an effective use of all fuel and power is 
making headway briskly. Friat of all, no emall successes have been made 

in the researches for liquidiging and gasifying coal to make a rational use 
ofit as raw material and fuel, while diminishing as much as possible its 
etfect on environment. They are introduced in the national economy and 
transport. And the problem of effectively using waste heat from the ther- 
mal power plant for various purposes was also solved long ago. New tech- 
ical methods have been developed and applied for using as effectively as 
high-quality fuel the low-caloric coal and other abundant fuel which had 
not been used widely in the past. 


And extensive researches are being successfully made iato a number of sci- 
entific and technical questons for solving the power problem such as the 
question of developing batteries of new types and devising means of trans- 
port with their use, the question of developing new converting technique 
and raising the effectiveness of various heat engines. 


The consistent principle of comprehensive attainment of many other objec- 
tives is strictly observed, with primary attention paid to the protection 
of environment, in developing and utilizing power resources. Consequently, 
the environmental problem is solved on the highest level. 


Under the wise guidance of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, the power 
induatry has been definitely kept ahead of all other domains of the nation- 
al economy. The construction of hydraulic and thermal power stations has 
been combined together and the construction of large power stations sand 
medium and small ones has been pushed ahead simultaneously. This has brought 
into being powerful independent electric and heat power bases not effected 
by natural conditions.
